M. P eret is now "rapporteur" of the 
budget in the Chamber of Deputies 
a post equivalent to that of Chairman 
of the W ays and Means Committee of 
the House Of Representatives 
Alexandre Ribot, Minister of Finan 
ce, has the delicate task of borrow 
ing the unprecedented sums that have 
been 
swallowed 
Up by 
war.
